us n story to protect himself and does not 
believe it, for there iire no indications to- 
day that O'Conncll is to be held for the 
crime or for any complicity in it. So, no 
ptnrtling revelations from O'Connell are 
to lie expected, as he will not be pat in 
ijeopardy. 


'J he evidence today has been largely on 


thu incidents of.the pool room after8 
o'clock of the night of the murder. The 
pro.-.ecution has placed one witness after 
another on the stand to Bbow that O'Neil 
,-svar. there about 8 o'clock with plonty

money.

•who were at the poul room that night. 
Tm> wound on O'Neil's head has occupied 
a good deal of attention today. The de- 
fcnie evidently by its cross-examination 
has wanted to show that he got this 
wound in the coal shed near the pool 
•room by an accident as he claimed that 
night. 


'1 he testimony of Woods given this 


f icnoon that he saw O'Neil in the pool 
room between 7 and 7 ZO o'clock was 
badly broken down by District Attorney 
Hammond. 
In fact, it was important 


only up to the time that the district at- 
tomey had snarled him in questions that 
led him to back down as to tho 7 o'clock ] 
time. 


The government dce3 not expect to 


close this afternoon. At noon there were 
about 30 more witnesses to examine, and 
examination was 
proceeding slowly. 


Cross-examination was taking up con- 
fcidirable time. The commonwealth does 
Hot intend holding O'Connell on the 
statement that was made in court Thurs- 
day.

offered by O'Xeil to his friends and which 
bears on its face strong evidence of guilt. 
The government does not intend to place 
O'Connell ou the stand again. The-de- 
fenae may do it. The intention of the 
government not to place O'Connell on ttie 
ctaud shows that nothing more of value is 
exyeotedfrom him. The expected fuller 
tleUils will not be forthcoming. It seema 
the government is satisfied thatO'Conuell 
bay no guilty knowledge ol the crime. 


Cvowexamination has not shaken the 


testimony of one 
witness during the 


whole trial nor brought out any very im- 
portant contradictions, O'Neil accord- 
ing to testimony dropped out of notice 
about 6 o'clock, returned about 8.15 and 
h-ul "struck it rich" in the meantime. 
In fact, today the defense has taken up 
much time in cross-examining that has 
developed nothing, leading to the idea 
taut O'Neil's lawyer's are desirious of 
time, perhaps to find rebuttal of Davis' 
testimony. 


While no sensation is expected today, 


yet the experience of the Davis evidence 
given yesterday has prepared the defense 
for any surprise. 


The trial of John O'Neil, Jr., for the 


inu'der of Mrs. Hattie E. JlcCloud passed 
fcuddenly Thursday afternoon from a tamo 
affair into the realm of true sensational- 
ism and took on the conditions of a real 
battle for a life. The government Wed- 
nesday made little impression, but yester- 
day it produced a witness who gave a 
story which purports to fasten the crime 
on O'Neil. 


1 luring the forenoon and early afternoon 


of Wednesday the commonwealth was 
•lowly iaroiving the prisoner in suspicion. 


By numerous witnesses it was quite clear- 
ly established that O'Neil parted with his 
associal es close to 6 o'clock and did not 
re-appear until about 8.15; that he started 
without money and returned with a sup- 
ply; that the place of his re-appeariug 
would indicate that he came from the 
Crittenden road. 
The testimony was 


pressing the defense to prove the where- 
abouts of O'Neil during the mysterious 
hours he was missing and to prove how 
he came by his money. 


But the 
sensation of the trial was 


ppmng when David Davis, now a prisoner 
in Concord reformatory on the charge of 
it Baling chickens, went upon the stand 
and admitted that O'Neil had told him 
pomething about his position towards the 
case. The loaded words in the testimony 
of Davitt were: 


"I am innocent; they cannot convict me 


of murder. O'Connell did the chokingand 
I did tho rest. I am in it as far as getting 
$10, and there is a third party if they want 
him." These wordsare alleged to have 
been to]a Davis by O'Neil in Franklin 
county jail February 22. That day being 
Washington's birthday, the prisoners 
were givon privilege to enjoy themselves. 
On that day, it is alleged, O'Neil became 
confidential with Davis, and when Davis 
cll'ered iiim sympathy this story was told 
him. 


This startling piece of testimony wa» 


somewLat dulled by the testimony of 
Walter Curtis of Deerfield, who was said 
to have been present in the jail when 
O'Neil made these statemants. Curtis ad - 
mitted having told suoh a story, but de- 
clared it under oath to be a lie. All he 
ever heard O'Neil say was that "I am in- 
nocent; they can't convict me." 


The suddenness of these developments 


took every body by surprise. The com- 
monwealth did not know of it till Thurs- 
day morning. Speculations concerning its 
value were freely indulged in. It is the 
general belief that O'Connell knows more 
than he wishes to tell about the murder. 
He has been detained at the expense of 
the state"ever since the preliminary heal- 
ing to testify to the wherjabouts of O'Neil, 
particularly 
after 
the 
crime 
was 


committed. 
He 
locates 
O'Neil 


on 
Clument street about 
8 o'clock, 


as 
if 
he 
had 
been 
coming 
from 


the Crittenden road. But as it has 
been shown O'Conngll was near the scene 
of the murder at the time it happened. 
He had supper at his friend Morrisaey's 
and walked to Denny O'Brien's. In going 
to O'Brien's he had to cross the Critten- 
den ruad and at n point not very far from 
where Mrs. McG'loud's body was found. 
Taking the testimony concerning cries for 
help that are supposed to have been heard 
and the testimony of O'Connell himself as 
to his movements, it is clear that tne 
time of tho murder, the time of O'Con- 
nell's crossing to O'Briens were near to- 
gether. It is said that O'Connell can 
prove an alibi, yet it is not improbabl6 
that a man passing across the Crittenden 
road as O'Connell did might happen upon 
the murder being committed or arrive to 
take some share in the crime. 


It is almost certain that there was more 


than one person involved in the killing of 
Mrs. 
McCloud. The murder was likely 


not committed where the body was found. 
No signs of struggle were seen around the 
body. 
It lay on the hillside and there 


were indications that it had slid down hill 
a short, distance. The hair streamed up 
hill from the head, the leaves were em- 
bedded a little above as if the body had 
lain on them and slipped down from its 
first position, and the leaves at the feet 
were gathered in a ridge as if the feet had 
pressed against them and pushed them in 
front oi them. The leaves being so easily 
disturbed and the murder being of the 
kind it was it is not reasonable to expect 
to find these disturbances and no others. 
Mrs. McCloud, attacked for the purpose 
it appears that she was, did not give up 
her life without a struggle. Besides the 
cloak 
was on the 
body in proper 


position and 
the 
clothing was not 


disarranged 
only 
as 
far 
as 
the 


evident sliding of the body would disturb 
them, and it is a question whether one 
man could overpower the woman so sud- 
denly and effectively as not to cause some 
disturbance or tearing of the clothing. 
And, again, it would have been quite a 
task for one man to carry the body and 
deposit it where it was found. It will bo 
remembered that O'Neil was seen stag- 
gering drunk when he left for home about 
6 o'clock. 


What the testimony of Davis will de- 


velop is ajmatter of conjecture. If O'Con- 
nell knows more of the murder than he 
has disclosed and is not seriously involved 
himself, he may volunteer his informa- 
tion, for the statement of Davis will give 
him concern. Davis is the son of Denny 
DHvig, late of this city. 


If the testimony of Davis is not corrobo- 


rated or supported, it is a question 
whether it will hang O'Neil. It is said 
O'Conn ell's friends cau account for time 
during a!l ot that Friday evening, and if 
they can that will destroy the Davis story. 
However, as the case was left by Thurs- 
day's testimony, much of it hangs on 
O'Conuoll. 
If O'Connell can prove an 


alibi, O'Neil will have had given him a 
new leaso of life. Should no other devel- 
opments arise with reference to the Davis 
testimony, it will probably be tho work 
of the defense to so prove. The new tes- 
timony came as sudden as a thunderbolt. 
The .commonwealth did not know of it 
until Wednesday morning. 


The testimony of late Wednesday nfter-

J>r. Uptun. 


Dr.X'pton, Shelburne Falls, was called 


to attend O'Neil S.iturday night. He was 
sitting on a chair when the doctor called, 
complaining of great pain, afraid he was 
going to die. Witness called it angina 
pectoris. O'Neil offered to pay before he 
was through with the examination. He 
gavs witness a $5 bill, which witness 
marked and kept. Bill was produced by 
attorney-general and identified by the 
doctor. Angina pectoris may be caused 
by alcoholism or fright. He marked the 
bill a few days after receifing it. 


Cros:-'xamiued by Mr. Beer. Doctor 


removed O'Neil's garments 
to make 


diagnosis, but noticed nothing peculiar 
about them. 


Kedirect. Marked the bill because of a 


remark that was made by O'Neil. 


Cross-examined. The witness marked 


the bill because detective came to him. 


David Davl* m aurprlhiug: Evidence. 
David Davis, a prisoner under sentence 


in the Massachusetts reformatory, was 
next called. He saw O'Neil in jail Febru- 
ary 22. He told O'Neil then he was sorry 
to see him in that position. O'Neil was 
sorry himself, but, said he was innocent. 
O'Neil said that he went home the night 
of the murder drunk. O'Neil said O'Con- 
nell did tho choking and that he, O'Neil, 
had ?10 of the mone}'. Curtis was pres- 
ent at the time of this conversation, 
who was another prisoner doing time 
in the jail. O'Neil said there was a third 
party and that if they wanted him they 
could get him. O'Neil said if he had not 
been drinking he would not be where he 
was.

Cross-examined by Mr. Beer. He was 


the son ot Dan Davis who lost both legs in 
North Adams IS years ago. Arrested at 
Ashfic-id. ?Te did not communicate any- 
thing of that interview to any one until 
Thursday morning. He then told ittoOfB- 
cer Brown of Concord and State Detective 
Rhodes. It was on George Washington's 
birthday and Mr. Curtis was present. It 
was in the Greenfield house of correction 
in the workshop. They all had the privi- 
lege of spending the day in that room. 


•'We were all amusing onrstl 63,playing 


checkers and smoking. 
I was telling 


stories. There were about 40 or 50 per- 
sons present. I first told of this to a man 
from Boston. I didn't know his name 
and I never saw him before." 


The witness identified the man to whom 


he told the story and the man who 
brougt him from Concord. 


"I was sitting on a bending bench when 


I was told the story. I saw the defendant 
in Shelburne Falls before I saw him in 
jail. I saw him in Shelburne Falls 12 
years ago." 


"Did you see him since?" "Isee him 


now. I had no talk with O'Neil until 
that day in the jail." 


"And on that short acquaintance he 


told you what you say he has? " "Yes he 
did." 


"When we began to talk I said my father 


used to board with your mother. He said 
yes. I said, 'Jack I am sorry for you.' He 


aaid, ' I'm an innocent man.' Then he 
told me how he went home drunk, got 
supper and went out again and had a 
drink. 
Then met O'Connell and had 


more drink. I said, 'You should not have 
got into this.' 'Will,' he says, 'I'm inno- 
cent. O'Connell did the choking and I'm 
only in it to $10.'" 


Walter ( MrtU, 


Walter Curtis, Deerfield, summoned to 


court Thursday morning. He saw O'Neil at 
the jail last February. Kemembcr ths i2J. 
Heard a little talk. Overheard O'Neil say 
that he knew of no reason why he should 
get convicted. 
"Didn't 
you tell Mr. 


Smead this morning that O'Neil said Billy 
choked her when he did the rest?" "I 
know I told him that, but it was a He. I 
don't remember telling Mr. Smead that I 
heard O'Neil say that." 


"Did you say to Mr. Hawkesthat O'Neil 


said O'Connell choked her, and that O'Osu- 
nell saw the money changed and put him 
on to it?" "I told Mr, Suiead I was not 
going to say a word about the case." 


Mr. Parkhurst questioned. Mr. O'Neil 


never sa'cl in witness's presence that he 
had anything to do with the killing of 
Mrs. McCloud. All he ever said was that 
he did not see how he could be convicted. 
"Do you realize you are now under oath?" 
"Yes, sir." 


Davis Recalled* 


Davis was recalled and said he heard 


O'Neil say something to Curtis. It was 
something like that he would take 10 
years and get out ol it, but he was afraid 
he would get 25. 


William S. Toolc. 


William S. Toole, bartender of the 


Shelburne Falli hou3e. Knows Patrick 
Morri&sey and recollects that he bought a 
pint of whiskey and tendered a fS bill in 
payment. He made another purchase and 
tendered a $10 bill. 


Not cross-examined. 


A. J. Under. 


Adolph J. Haller of Haller's pool room 


was in that room January S until 8.25, 
then returned and renoxiRed until 10 
- 'clock. He saw John O'Ssil, and O'Nei. 


called witness out. He asked witness if 
he wanted a drink, and witness told him 
he did. Later both finished the pint. 
Said O'Neil, "Here's a dollar I owe you." 
Witness said, "It's only 75 cents you 
owe." He handed Witness a$10 bill, and 
witness told him of it, and he said witness 
made a mistake. Haller saw him have 
another bill. 


Mr. Dowlin cross examined but brought 


out nothing new. 


C. R. Hogan. 


Clarence B. Hogan went into the SUel- 


burne Falls bank Saturday and saw 
O'Neil as he reached the steps. O'Neil 
asked him for a match. He gave it to 
him and went in and locked the door. He 
sat down inside and saw O'Neil, Morrissey 
and Woodward drink from abottle. James 
Woods came up and was asked to feol the 
lump on Jack's head. Jack could not an- 
swer the question where or how he got it. 
O'Neil passed a flO bill to hie friends and 
called it a ?2.|0'Neil passed out another bil't 


('liaib. Woodward. 


Charles Woodward knows John O'Neil, 


and saw him about every day shortly be- 
fore the time of his arrest. His testimony 
was only corroborative of the testimony 
of the others who told of the drinking 
carousals. He got knocked out in one of 
them. O'Neil never mentioned the death 
of Mrs. McCloud. 


Mr. Dowlin cross-examined him without 


bringing out much that was new. 


Tliiw Forciioou. 


•Court opened this Friday morning by 
the placing of Charles Woodward on the 
stand so that the cross-examination m'ght 
be completed. The court opened with the 
usual ceremony with no noticabls feat- 
ures. There was quite a crowd outside 
struggling for admission and had it not 
been raining heavily it is probable the 
largest crowd yet would have assembled. 


Speculation Itilc, 


The sensational testimony of Davis last 


night has caused increased interest in the 
trial. There is no end of BI eculation In 
Greenfield and Shelburne Fulls tliat this 
evidence has developed. Some expect to 
see O'Connell on the stand again to give 
what he knows about the crime, if he 
does know more than he admitted when 
on the stand earlier in the case. It is be- 
lieved if he hits any guilty knowledge of 
the crime that he will tell it in the hope 
of saving himself from the result of cir- 
cumstantial evidence. The forefinger of 
O'Connell's left hand is missing, and it 19 
being asked today if he could have done 
the choking as alleged and left the finger 
marks found on the dead woman's throat. 


O'Neil this morning was not so high 


spirited as he appeared to be ou previous 
days. He sat in the dock, leaned back in 
his chair against the dock wall listening 
attentively to the testimony. Occasion- 
ally he would glance rapidly around him 
to take in the jury and spectators. The 
court room was tilled to the extent of its 
seating capacity, but r.o crowding wrs 
permitted. 


WoodivarU ou Hie Stand. 


The cross-examination of Woodward 


took up considerable time and had refer- 
ence to the drinking bout that O'Neil and 
his companions had Saturday evening. 
Woodward was oneof the crowdand went 
over the details of the drinking and the 
scene at the depot and tho Sbelburne 
Falls hotel, which included the expressed 
desire of O'Neil to go to lioston, the send- 
ing for the oint of whiskey when the $10 
bill was shown and the helpless condi- 
tion of O'Neil when he w.is taken home- 
Nothing new was developed in this cross 
examination. 


H cur> S. i'lmimmii. 


Henry S. Chapman was night operator 


at the Shelbourne Falls depot on the 
evening of January 8. He saw O'Neil, 
Morriaseyand Woodward in the depot, 
O'Neil accosted him tbrough the ticket 
window. Some of the men went out and 
he found O'Neil aslesp oa a settee. He 
tried to awaken O'Neil. Woodward came 
iii and witness spoke about getting O'Nei1 
out Witness tried to rouse him again. 
Woodward said he wanted to go away on 
the train and said he had money to pay 
his fare. Morrissey said: "Let us sac," 
and took a $10 bill out of his pocket and 
showed it to witness, saying, "you see he 
has money." Witness said, "yes, but I 
don't think he wants to go." The two 
then went out. 


Cross-examined he said he did not hear 


O'Neil speak about going away. 


I'ldward. F% iUiircloclt. 


Edward B. Murdock, who was with 


Mr. Chapman the same night, saw O'Neil 
and the others at the depot. He went 
out into the outer room and found O'Neil 
ableop on settee and saw Morrissey take 
the flO bill out of his pocket. 


On cross-examination he said all the 


men had been drinking. All were pretty 
drunk, and O'Neil the drunkest. He did 
not hear O'Neil speak of going away. 


Kdwurd. Haller. 


Edward Haller saw John O'Neil about 3 


o'clock that Friday afternoon on the 
street and in the pool room. He had seen 
O'Neil most every day before then, It 
was a week before that he had seen O'Neil 
have money. He played pool then and 
got stuck for four games; and said he was 
broke now and felt better. He saw him 
between 8 and 8.30 that night in the pool 
room. He put his head through the door 
and shouted about keeping a man oat all 
night. Then he took witness's cousin to 
the coal shad, where they and 'others 
drank. He returned to the pool room and 
wanted to play pool. 
He declared 


he had the "tin" and shoved the money 
into the witness's face. Witness declared 
O'Neil must have struck it rich. He said 
he did. He went out and returned saying 
he had hit his head against the coal shed. 
'Witness examined the wound. It looked 
as if there had been blood there and it had 
been' wiped away. 
The witness here 


wanted to say that the wound was not 
new but the answer was excluded. 
4K Nell's Story How Mrs. McCloud 


Died. 


Witness saw O'Neil next day with a 


crowd and when he inquired what the 
matter was O'Neil said 
Crittonden's 


daughter was found dead. He said that 
the father said the woman took a fit and 


He saw O'Neil later and heard !um 


say she, died in some shivers, witness 
didn't know exactly what. Witness saw 
O'Neil later in the pool room. He walked 
around 'and went out. Saw him again 
about 5. o'clock. Two fc-llows were with 
him trying to take him off the street. Maw 
him aga'in when he fell in the alleyway 
near tb 3 pool room and witness told his 
companions they could not bring O'Neil 
ir. They got a team and carried him 
away. 


Crosf-examined the witness testified to 


the crowd playing pool, his relation to 
the pool room, the taking of his supper 
and numerous other minor details. He 
would not swear to the day that he saw 
O'Nei! when he got broke playing poo!. 
The fact was brought out that when 
O'Neil went into the pool room he said he 
wnntc-d to play pool loud enough for all to 
hear. 
Witness was examined closely 


about; the bruise he examined on O'Neil's 
head .md his previous testimony about it. 


- I'hnt Wound on the Head. 


v Th3 examination was to bring out the 
witr-:sset,'statement that the blood looked 
as if !t had dried, and obtain a statement 
to pr ove tho wound was of recent inflic- 
tion ind notun old one,—old enoush for 
the iilood to dry. 
The aim V7as obvious.

Dowlin censed and began on. other lines, 
bui succeeded in bringing out nothing 
bui corroborative detail. 
The cross- 


exUinination took a considerable time, 
with nothing new developed.

testimony was to meet the accusation that 
O'Neil had gone about explaining the 
death, and to prove he was only express- 
ing the opinions of others. 
In the after- 


noon Mr. Amstein asked O'Neil if a con- 
clusion had been arrived at and O'Neil 
replied that the had died of chills, the 
theory that was expressed in his hearing 
in tne morning. 
The witness considered 


O'Neil to be quite sober then. 


William S. Shau-. 


William S. Shaw, who was employed at 


the cutlery last January, saw O'Neil be- 
tween 2 and S p. m. that Friday in the 
pool room, but not after that until 8.30. 
He was in the pool room then, and told 
tho boys he had cut his head. On the 
east side of the pool room witness exam- 
ined O'Neil's hand about 10 o'clock for a 
sliver. He found no sliver. The wound 
was ragged and more a bruise than a cut. 
Witness got no moisture from it on his 
haads, 
O'Neil said he 
ran 
against 


the corner of the.building. There was no 
ap earance of blood or moisture on the 
wound. Witness saw O'Neil the next 
forenoon and again at 2.30 near the bridge. 
Kennedy was present. Witness said, "By j 
G-d, Jack, you can't tell where you was 
last night," and he said, "By G-d I can," 


Mr. Dowlin cross-examined and brought 


out a close story of the pool-room meet- 
ing and incidents of that Friday evening. 
Answers were received showins that 
O'Neil did not act unusual, nor was he 
drunk. He had been drinking and was 
laughing. O'Neil had had many bruised 
heads before. The movements of O'Neil 
on Saturday were followed up in the ex- 
amination but no corroboration of the 
statement of O'Neil with reference to 
Mrs. McCloud's death was obtained. 


rill-Ionian Frltv. 


Christian Fritz was in the pool room 


that Friday evening and siw O'Neil come 
in and want to play. No one seemed to 
care to play with him. He stepped up tr 
Haller and said, "By God, I hive the 
money." 


Mr. 
Dowlin cross-examined as to 


O'Neil's state. 
He did not see O'Neil 


drinking. 
O'Neil went into the pool 


room alone between 8 and 9 o'clock. 
Further 
examination 
only developed 


corroboration of the pool room story that 
has been told so often. 


Tlioiiias GlaSNit. 


Thomas Glassit, Shelburne Falls, knew 


O'Neil and during the week preceding the 
murder he knew O'Neil to have 40 oents 
and to spend it for pool. He thought it 
was time that O'Neil said he was busted 
and. felt bette* when he had spent his 
money in the game. He was present 
when O'Neil fell in tlie alley. He did not 
know of, O'Neil having any money but the 
40 cents. 


Mr. Beer also examine 1 with reference 


to the poor testimony of the witness ap- 
parently to see if witness was consistent 
on the money point. The court suggested 
that the recorded testimony would be ac- 
cepted, but Mr. Beer wished to proceed 
and was allowed, bringing out nothing 
new. 
LouiN Vice. 


Louis Vice was called, fie said he saw 


O'Neil in the pool room the Friday oven- 
ing of January 8. He knew him to have 
considerable money. Thought it must be 
Confederate money as ho did not think 
O'Neil could have so much cash on hand. 


Mr. Dowlin cross-examined. Witness 


did not see money to recognize it. Heard 
a statement of some kind about counter- 
feit money, and thought it applied to 
O'Neil's money. 
Did not know wbat 


counterfeit money was referred to until 
after O'Neil's arrest. Didn't know much 
about the money anyway.

sity," the reply of Dr. Andrews a.nnounc- 
ins his resignation and the acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt of the latter, is given 
fcelow in full: 
To Rev. E. Benjamin Andrews, D. D., 
President Brown University: 
In compliance with your request, the 


UiidersltrnecJ, members of a committee 
appointed at the last meeting of the cor- 
poration of Urown university, rr.Rke the 
following statement: 


The committee was appointed under 
the following resolution, to wit: 
Eaeolved, That a committee consist- 
ing of the chancellor, Judge Ourfee and 
Judge Wayland be appointed to confer 
with the president in regard to the in- 
terests of the university.
